Lilly ran into the 
house. 
The crowd outside made no 
offer to help and the officer faced the 
desperate ie*gro alone. 
Sounds of a 
struggle could be heard and the crowd 
rushed into the house to help. 
The 
m en were found on the floor in mor­ 
tal combat. 
The negro was shouting 
th a t he would never be taken alive 
and the officer, silent and grim, held 
him with a death grip. 
Suddenly the 
negro worked his right arm free from 
the grasp of the officer, and. catching 
up a 
floor in the struggle. 


Fired Point Blank at the Officer. 
Lilly fell to the floor shot through the 
abdomen. 
W hea the officer released 
the negro the latter broke from the 
room and ran, followed 
by a big 
crowd. 
After a chase of half a mile 
he was captured. 
He fought 
des­ 
perately, but was overpowered. O ther 
officers came to the rescue and with 
small ceremony Brooks was turned 
over to the sheriff to be taken to the 
county jail. At the prison doors a mob 
of men ta least 400 strong surround­ 
ed the officer and demanded the pris­ 
oner. 
The sheriff and guards refused 
and made desperate resistance, but 
to no avail. 
Brooks was seized and 
rushed through the streets, half walk­ 
ing and half falling along, towards 
the city park. 
Then he was ordered 
t > pr-par** to die. 
The negro could 
not speak and seemed almost Insen­ 
sible to what was going on and in a 
few minutes hU body swung lifeless 
from a tree. 
Then the mob dispersed 
and many women who had followed 
to witness the terrible tragedy walked 
to their hom es with white facet and 
terrified b tarts. Officer Lilly's wounds 
are fatal.

County Treasurer Frater is* busy 
today entering on the records in the 
county treasurer's office* the certifi- 
Fntes <>f sale which cover the sale of 
school lands in this city on May 21. 
According1 to the la"' the lands 
sold brought the minimum of #5, or 
over. 
Most of it of course sold for 
this price but there was a great deal 
that 
was sold for a much larger 
price. 
The law also requires that 
the interest on the money must be 
paid in advance up to to the first 
of June after the certificates are sent 
out. 
Fifteen per cent of the amount 
of the money which the land sold for 
has to be paid down at the time of 
the sale so it has brought in quite a 
bunch of money. 
As near as can be ascertained at 
the present time 
something like 
4,ODO acres of land 
was sold. 
The 
law only allows the state officials to 
dispose of loo.OOO acres of land in 
wfhe entire state, and tile fact that as 
much as 4,000 acres of this land was 
sokl iii Crow W ing county goes to 
show that there is some demand for 
land here.
